paign 'for tbe prohibition of lobacco in all forms, and also a 
strict obseivance of Sunday is contemplated. 
In substance 


meant "blue laws" and no tobacco for this country, and the 
president of the state branch hastens to make it cleai that the 
body she represents is not in the movement, will not be in the 
movement and does not believe in the rnovemnl. What thai 
body does stand for she makes equally plain when she says: 
"This branch of (he union will continue to do Ihe woik lhal it 
has been doing for the pasl thiily years, and nolhing more. 
You may say for me (hat we are not in this campaign for the 
elimination of tobacco, and we are not connected in any way 
with' the propaganda being circulated in siipportiof;the "blue" 
Sunday. 'All, we ask is thai the Sabbath be icasonably ob- 
served. As for cigai cites, all we ever attempted to do was (o 
prevent young boys from using them lo the detiiment ot their 
morals and heallli. We shall continue (o tiy and have boys 
refrain from (he use of cigarettes, but we aic positively nol in 
fhiSiCnmp.ugn against,(he use of tobacco by men." 


This si.itement is gratifying, not merely because il promises 


this slate exemption from a fooline; campaign against tobacco 
and for the enactment of "blue laws," but because il shows 
that the members of the stale bianch of (he \V. C. T. U. have 
not lost their heads in consequence of Ihe happenings of,the 
last few years, but still italize that the world is nol to lie en- 
tirely made ovei in a day. With (he public in gcncinl these 
women are aware (hat a tremendous icform has been undei- 
lakdn in the attempt lo rid (he country of Ihe liquoi tralh'c, and 
they are evidenlly dispsoed to await the outcome of thai un- 
dertaking before enlciing upon such a movement as the pio- 
posed elimination of tobacco. 


And in this decision they are wise. 
II is to be doubted that 


the country will ever be ready foi such a step as has been pro- 
posed by reform enthusiasts who believe thai because (lie pro- 
hibition of liquor has been attempted (he use of tobacco can 
be wiped out by the enactment of Jaw. 


With all due respect to the men and women who sincciely 


believe that the'people can be made moral by legislation, it 
may still be said that the countiy is sulleiing today from a 
surfeit of "reft tin." To refoim about everything in sight lus 
become a passion with many, and there is much lo indicate 
that il is also becoming a profession.

morals and habits of the people, bnl il is well lo remember that 
the Garden of Lkbn is not to be resloicd by the hot-house pl.tn. 
The state branch of the W. C. T. U. is to be commended on its 
sensible stand in the face of the frothy agitation and fiolhy 
agitators that are constantly clamoring foi undeserved recog- 
nition.
